DETROIT, July 24 (AP)—This 
country faces a discordant future, 
if the sour predictions of the 
American Society of Piano Tech- 


nicians can be believed. 

The society, holding its annual 
convention here, set forth figures 
today to show that piano tuners 
in America are a vanishing race— 
and spokesmen said that is a bad 
state of affairs from a musical 
and psychological standpoint.

Bomb at Speed Too Fast to Be 
Seen or Heard Hits U-Boat Pen

FARGE, Germany, July 24 (AP) 
—An American Superfortress, fly- 
ing so high it was out of sight, 
scored a hit on a U-boat pen to- 
day with a British bomb that trav- 
eled at supersonjc speed—too fast 
to be seen or heard. 


This target practice was part 
of the British-American project 
to test the penetration qualities 
of the latest type armor piercing 
bombs on the pen’s concrete roof, 
which is from 12 to 24 feet thick.

OUTSIDERS FIGHT IN GREECE 


NO EVIDENCE 


Few Signs Also of Ideological War Although 
Albanians and Yugoslavs Supply 
Arms, He Says. 


By ROBERT C. MILLER 

WITH GREEK BORDER 
ARMY NORTH OF IOANNINA, 
July 24-(UP)—This is Pancho 
Villa warfare. | 

The Greeks are pitted against 
heavily armed bands of moun- 
taineers who are fighting a mod- 
ern war in the ancient guerrilla 
tradition. The battlefields are the 
jagged mountains and steep val- 
leys, where mules are still the 
best mode of transportation—un- 
less you walk. 

If it is an ideological war of 
Communism against democracy, 
you see few signs of it. It is a war 
fought by guerrilla leaders who 
find it much more exciting and 
romantic than hoeing corn. 

The fact that there are Al- 
banian and Yugoslav elements who 
supply them with arms and ammu- 
nition to fight a political war 
looks to be a coincidence heartily 
acceptable to such men as Marcos 
{psilandis and other Balkan 
brigands, : 

Greek Against Greek. 

Tt is a civil war of Greek 
against Greek, with no evidence 
yet of foreigners taking part. 

The rebels are recruited in thd 
Greek mountain villages, and 
promised fame and fortune as 
warriors. If they are reluctant to 
join up, they are drafted anyway. 
What percentage is drafted against 
their will is unknown, ‘but it shows 
up in battle. 

Most of the Greek Government 
equipment bears the modern Brit- 
ish imprint. Uniforms, arms, am- 
munition, all are British, even 
down to British mannerisms and 
the walrus mustaches of junior 
officers. The Evzone skirts in 


rade ceremonially are in the 
mothballs now, and seen only on 
palace guards. 

The guerrillas do not dominate 

any area of Greece. In fact they 
never have been able to stay in 
any populated area long enough 
to set up a “free government” 
which their leaders repeatedly as- 
sert to be their first objective. 
The Greek Air Force plays a 
fistfull of aces in this fighting. 
A squadron of rocket-firing Spit- 
fires stationed at Ioannina in- 
flicted most of the casualties on 
the guerrillas last week. The guer- 
rillas have no air force, and only 
machine gun and rifle fire as pro- 
tection against bombing, strafing 
and rocket attacks. 
Aerial scouting. is also done 
skilfally. Until and unless the 
guerrillas find a means of stop- 
ping the small but potent air 
force, their operations likely will 
be limited to border skirmishes, 
engaging a few hundred men at 
most. : 

Harassing Tactics Used. ' 
Harassing attacks force the 
Greek Government to maintain a 
large border army here at great 
expense, and to spend much need- 


which the Greeks sometimes pa-| 


ed money repairing damaged 
roads, bridges and railroads. Such 
incessant inconveniences disrupt 
and annoy the local population, 
making it more susceptible to anti- 


‘government propaganda. - 


The fighting is done by mules 
and by men. The Government 
forces are forced to fight defen- 
sively, keeping the roads open and 
the troops stationed strategically 
so they can be moved to danger 
spots as soon as the guerrillas at- 
tack a village. 

The men and the mules are 
loaded into trucks and moved to 
the scene as fast as possible. Thén 
they take up the trail and try to 
trap the guerrillas before they 
scatter into the higher mountains 
or slip into Albania or Yugoslavia. 
They don’t have énough pien to 
guard the vulnerable border mean- 
dering hundreds of miles across 
the wilderness and mountains, 

Invasion Seems Unlikely. 

What made last week's attack 
unusual was its magnitude, plus 
prisoner reports that the guerril- 
las received Moral support, arms 
and supplies from the supposedly 
friendly states. Otherwise it was 
typical of dozens of other sorties 
in this area. i 

It is an understatement to refer 
to Greece’s northern neighbors as 
“unco-operative.” Albanian border 
guards presumably reflected their 
country’s feelings yesterday when 
they turned their backs on an of- 
ficial United Nations courier while 
he shouted pleas from the Greek 
side. : 

It is most doubtful if any large 
scale invasion of Greece will be 
attempted unless it should be 
backed with large quantities of 
modern weapons employing thou- 
sands of trained men. Nothing 
like that has shown up yet, and 
no signs of it in the immediate 
vicinity are to be seen. 


Girl Guerrillas Reported 
Killed in Greek Clash. 

ATHENS, July 24 (UP)—Press 
reports from Larissa said today 
that Greep troops killed two girl 
guerrillas and captured eight dther 
girls in a battle in the Mount 
Olympus area. ; 

The dispatches said the girls 
were fighting in a mixed battalion 
alongside men. Twenty-five gner- 
rillas were killed in the engage- 
ment, including the leader of the 
band, and 18 prisoners were taken. 

The Government. announced that 
800 guerrillas attacked Anatolikon, 
near the Yugoslav border, killing

LONDON, July 24 (AP)—Brit- 
ain announced today that legisla- 
tion giving full independence to 
Burma will be introduced in 
Parliament at the beginning of 
the next session in October, 

“The Government will do their 
utmost to carry the necessary bill 
through Parliament . as quickly 
as possible,” Prime Minister Att- 
lee and the Earl of Listowel, 
Secretary of. State for Burma, an- 
nounced in statements to the 
House of Commons and the House 
of Lords. 

Thus Burmese independence— 
within or without the British 
commonwealth, depending on 


Burma’s own decision—will follow 
quickly the granting of freedom 
to adjacent India, Britain’s other 
great Asiatic possession. 

In the meantime, it was an- 
nounced, the Burmese interim 
Government set up last year will 
be recognized as having full gov- 
erning powers, and the “senior 
member” of the Burmese cabinet 
will be designated Prime Min- 
ister. . 

Sir Hubert Rance, the Gover- 
nor, will exercise a purely advisory 
function. 

Revised proposals for the estab- 
lishment to a Federation of Ma- 
laya which would put nine Malay 
states and two British  settle- 
ments under British protection 
were announced in a white paper 
published today. 

A new order in council, replac- 
ing the Malayan union order in 
council of 1946, provides for the 
government of the British settle- 
ments of Penang and Malacca and 
gives force to an agreement to 
be made with the rulers of Perak, 
Selangor, Negri Sembilan, Pahang, 
Johore, Kedah, Kelantan, Treng- 
ganu and Perlis.

Preliminary Figures for 
First Six Months May 
Be Revised Downward, 


CAB Says. 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP)— 
The January-June passenger fa- 
tality rate for scheduled domestic 
airlines® more than doubled this 
year, preliminary Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board figures show. 

The tentative calculations 
cate. that 5.8 passengers died for 
every 100,000,000 passenger-miles 
flown, One passenger carried one 
mile represents one passenger- 
mile. 

In the same period of 1946 the 
rate was 2.8 deaths, although for 
the full year it was only 1.2. 

Making the figures available. to 
a reporter, a CAB official’ de- 
scribed them today as conserva- 
tive, which means that final re- 
ports on airline traffic for the six 
months may lower the fatality 
rate somewhat. 

150 Killed in Six Months. 

The CAB record shows that 150 
revenue paying passengers died in 
four airline crashes up to July 1. 


indi- 


passenger deaths totaled 52, also 
in four crashes. 

The 1947 fatality rate figures 
are based on an estimated 2,596,- 
200,000 passenger-miles flown, com- 
pared with 2,288,255,518 passenger- 
miles in the 1946 period. Revenue 
plane-miles (the total distance 
flown by scheduled aircraft) were 
estimated at 135,765,047, compared 
with 116,629,287 a year ago. 

In the first six months of this 
year, 15 crew members were 
killed, an increase of three over 
last year. In addition there were 
two accidents in which non-rev- 
enue passengers were killed, one 
at Columbus, Ga., when a private 
plane struck an airline executive 
ship and one at Rapid City, 5.D., 
when a _ single-engine air mail 
plane crashed, ; 
Non-scheduled Airlines Omitted. 

The CAB statistics do not take 
into account deaths resulting from 
crashes by so-called non-schedulel 
airlines—those that operate on a 
charter basis. Statistics on these 
were not immediately available. 

The four scheduled airline acci- 
dents which ran up the passenger 
fatality list occurred at Galax, Va., 
New York City; Port Deposit, Md., 
and Leesburg, Va. with 164 
deaths, including 13 crewmen and 
one non-paying passenger. 

There have been no scheduled 
airline accidents since the Lees- 
burg crash June 13. If the airlines 
continue their’ safety record 
through the year, the present 
death rate can be cut’more than 
in half, since normally the num- 
ber of passenger-miles flown is 
greater in the second six months 
of any year.

Lachlan Macleay of St. Louis, 
president of the Mississippi Val- 
ley Association, presided. 
Jefferson C. Dykes, assistant 
chief of the federal Soil Conser- 
vation Service, explained to the 
gathering that his agency, an Ag- 
riculture Department bureau, felt it 
could not have a plan which would 
be a counterpart of Pick-Sloan, 
because it had to deal with 
2,000,000 individual farmers. He 
said the service had been “‘chided” 
for not having such a plan. How- 
ever, he said later in his address 
that the service did have a three- 
step program. 


Steps in Soil Program. 
The first step, he related, is the 


‘adoption of soil and water con- 


servation practices on the individ- 
ual farmers’ land. In the whole 
Mississippi watershed about 60 
per cent of the land is included in 
soil conservation districts set up 
under local management in con- 
formity with state laws and the 
federal regulations, he said. (In 
the Missouri basin portion there 
are such districts for 47 per cent 
of the land.) Last year 50,000 
farmers.in the Mississippi water- 
Shed joined the movement, Dykes 
added, 

The second step 
by Dykes, consists of surveys by 
his service and the affiliated 
forest service to determine what 
additional watershed practices are 
needed on a scale larger than that 
of single farms to protect reser- 
voirs and bottom lands. The third 
step is establishment of such wa- 
tershed practices with congres- 
sional approval. During four war 
ni this work was at a stand- 
still. 

Dykes told reporters that only 
2 per cent of the land in ‘the 
Mississippi basin had been ap- 
proved for such watershed pro- 
cedure, This is in four minor 
basins — Little Sioux, Iowa: 
Washita, Oklahoma, and Yazoo 
and Little Tallahatchie, Missis- 
sippi. Next January Congress will 
be asked to approve about 1 per 
cent more — Neosho-Grand, Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Oklahoma; Sny, 
Iilinois, and Salt Fork of the Ar- 
kansas, 

“Farmers and ranchers,” said 
Dykes in his address, “are the first 
custodians of the flood waters. 
What they do to utilize the waters 
that fall on their land is mighty 
important downstream. So is what 
they do in handling surplus waters 
and what they do with their 
neighbors in community control.

He said 
others now under study might be 
added, if their economic justifica- 
tion can be shown. Up until two 
months ago, less than $12,500,000 
had been spent on these projects, 
he continued. He attributed this 
delay to the war and the postwar 
difficulty of getting funds, includ- 
ing money for local participation. 


Reservoirs for Upper Basin. 


Included in the 52 projects are 
10 reservojrs on relatively minor 
tributaries, the largest of which 
are the lowa and the Des Moines, 
in Iowa, and including provisions 
for the Meramec and its chie* 
branches. The colonel agreed that 
soil conservation measures should 
be allied with the Army engineers’ 
program and would be beneficial 
in reducing siltation of reser- 
voirs. His other 42 projects are 
levees, local flood protection units, 
channel clearing and _ diversion 
channels, 

This program, he said, was a com- 
prehensive one, and coupled with 
similar works in the Missouri and 
Illinois basins, would result in 
“protection in my area against 
the biggest: flood of record.” It 
could be carried out in 10 years, 
he declared, if public feeling 
against the reservoirs could be 
overcome. 

Like most of the other speakers, 
he suggested that results depended 
on how strongly the people of the 
region demanded action—meaning, 
of course, funds,

Indonesians Report Gain. 

Antara said Indonesian forces 
had whipped behind a Dutch 
spearhead at Salatiga, north of 
Jogjakarta, and forced the armor- 
supported Dutth to abandon the 
burning town and retire 10 miles 
north to Toentang. 

Premier Amir Sjarifoeddin told 
a news conference in Jogjakarta 
that the Dutch drives on Jogja- 
karta and Malang were stopped, 
at least temporarily, but he said 
he could not confirm the report 
of the Dutch withdrawal as far 
as Toentang. He said republicans 
reoccupied Lawang, 15 miles north 
of Malang in east central Java 
and pushed the Dutch back six 
miles to Soekeredjo. 

The Indonesian “scorched 
earth” policy is going well in the 
Malang area, he said, Lt. Gen. 
Siem B. Spoof, commanding the 
Dutch campaign, reported the In- 
donesians had carried out “quite 
a lot” of destruction, mostly of 
estates, tea factories and Chinese 
property. = - 

Spoor said the Indonesians for 
the most part were in flight. He 
denied that the Indonesians had 
retaken Salatiga, insisting Dutch 
troops remained in the _ town, 
which is astride a mountain high- 
way leading to Jogjakarta. 

He reported few prisoners 
taken, but said large quantities of 
rifles, machineguns, ammunition 
and supplies had been captured. 
He said he had orders for a “lim: 
ited operation” and that’ the 
Dutch would not occupy the whole 
republican area. 

Dutch Claim Cheribon.

A Post-Dispatch reporter noted 
that, in his recent economic re- 
port, the President had told Con- 
gress legal authority to regulate 
the processing and distribution of 


Anderson proposal had nothing to 
do with the Marshall plan, nor 
did it envision any kind of world 
organization. 


Ross said that the Anderson 
proposal “looks to the exportation 
of possible future surpluses: of 
grain, tobacco, cotton and other 
products by providing machinery 
for their disposal under conditions 
when, because of foreign and oth- 
er difficulties, United States ex- 
porters are unable to assume the 
risk of making sales to particular 
buyers.” 


Ross and Steelman agreed that 
the Anderson plan was considered 
for use in the future when the 
nation might have difficulty in 
finding foreign markets for agri- 
cultural surpluses,

ganization, Steelman said, 
world trade and not a world trad 
organization. :

WASHINGTON, July 2% (AP)— 
The House passed and sent to the 
Senate today a $100,058,500 sup- 
plemental appropriation bill after 
refusing to double funds for a 
Government survey which prob- 


ably will be directed by former 
President Herbert Hoover. 

The study of the ‘executive 
branch of ghe Government was 
ordered by a recent congressional 
act and Hoover has been ap- 
pointed a member of the 12-man 

* commission and is expected to be 
its chairman. 

The Appropriations Committee 
recommended a $500,000 fund to 
finance the study and Chairman 
Taber (Rep.), New York, told the 
House that was sufficient for a 
start. Representative Brown 
(Rep.), Ohio, offered an amend- 
ment, however, to double the 
amount, contending the commis- 
sion “cannot do its work properly” 
on $500,000. 

Brown commented that men 
like Hoover and Secretary of the 
Navy Forrestal, also a commission 
member, would _not waste the 
money and “can be trusted with 
7 million dollars.” Brown's 
amendment carried by a non- 
record vote of 80 to 72, but lost 
on a roll call vote, 239 to 149. 

Amendments to add $500,000 for 
the rural mail delivery service and 
$405,685 for power connections of 
the Bonneville Power Adminis- 
tration also were defeated. 

No attempt was made to in- 
crease funds for a check on fed- 
eral employes’ loyalty. The ap- 
propriations committee cut the 
budget request for this item by 
more than 75 per cent.

Gen. Robert M. Montague, former 
assistant chief of a guided missiles 
center at Fort Bliss, Tex.

Roswell Field, N.M., where the 
509th squadron of B-29s is based. 
That squadron has beeh developed

The magnitude of:the program has 
been fixed by the President, acting 


with the advice of the armed 
forces, 

“Carrying out the program is 
largely a function of the commis- 
sion’s Los Alamos (N.M.) labora- 
tory... .. Activities at this point 
are necessarily conducted under 
severe security restrictions, and no 
details will therefore be presented 
in this report.... 

“The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion is establishing proving 
grounds in the Pacific for routine 
experiments and tests for atomic 
weapons.” 

Security Measures. 

The commission said that exten- 
sive security measures are taken 
to protect atomic secfets from 
leaking out. 

The report continued: . 

“Uranium-235 and plutonium are 
basic to atomic weapons. ... Pro- 
duction of uranium-235 is contin- 
uing at Oak Ridge, Tenn.... The 
production of plutonium is con- 
tinuing at Hanford, Wash.” 

The report said that if the Unit- 
ed States is to hold its lead in 
atomic energy development many 
more scientists and industries 
must be drawn into the program. 

Report on Peacetime Uses. 


In the fields of health and 
other research power, the commis- 
sion reported: 

“An important beginning has 
been. made at exploiting peacetime 
uses of atomic energy. Radioiso- 
topes, a most promising research 
tool in chemistry, biology and 
medicine and of great promise in 
agriculture and metallurgy, are 
being produced and distributed in 
ever increasing quantity. 

“Shipments (of radioisotopes) to 
hospitals and other research insti- 
tutions now exceed 100 per month. 
Heavy hydrogen, another isotope 
of particularly great use in many 
kinds of research, is now being 
made available for the first time 
at low cost. Nuclear radiation 
services, too, are now being pro- 


mi vided to qualified research labora- 
tories. —

Vienna Communist Paper 
Publishes His Letter 
Pledging Release by 
Year’s End.

VIENNA, July (AP)—The 
Communist party newspaper Volk- 


stimme today published promi- 
-nently a letter from Soviet Prime 
Minister Stalin promising that ali 
Austrian prisoners of war now 
held in Russia would be freed this 
year. 

The letter was addressed to the 
four Communist members of the 
Austrian Parliament. 

In an editorial in adjoining 
columns, the papér called the com- 
munication “the best news since 
the day of the liberation” from 
Germany. 

“Today not only Austrianwom- 
en but the entire Austrian na- 
tion,” Volkstimmie said, thank 
Generalissimo Stalin for his aid 
and understanding.” 

Government sources refused to 
estimate the number of prisoners 
still in Russia or already released 
by the other Allies. 

One official, however, said the 
western powers have had no Aus- 
trian prisoners. Since Belgium

The text of the Stalin letter, 
printed across all five columns 
of the tabloid newspaper under 
big headlines, follows: 

“This is to inform you that the 
Soviet Government has discussed 
your letter, in which you tell us 
of the many queries of depend- 
ents of Austrian prisoners of war 
still held in the U. S. S. R. and 
ask us to speed up the release 
of these prisoners. 

“The Soviet Government has de- 
cided to speed up the release and 
transport of Austrian prisoners of 
war from the U. 8. S. R. in such a 
way as to grant the return of 
all Austrians by the end of the 
year. 

“The Austrian Government will 
be informed of the decision.” 

The letter was dated July 21.

9 AILLED, 99 WOUNDED 
IN COSTA RICAN FIGHTS 


National Police and 2000 
Deputies Appear to Have 
Finally Restored Order. 


SAN JOSE, July 24 (AP)—Na- 
tional police, reinforced by 2000 
special deputies, appeared today 
tg have restored order in San Jose 
and other Costa Rican cities fol- 
lowing a series of street fights in 
which at least five persons were 
killed and 59 wounded, 

Business and transportation in 
this capital city, however, re- 
mained virtually paralyzed by a 
general strike called by opposition 
leaders, which closed all banks 
and commercial establishments. 

(Reports from _ neighboring 
Guatemala said a state of open 
revolt existed in Costa Rica, but 
informed sources in Panama ex- 
pressed doubt that there had been 
any attempt at an organized re- 
bellion. Most of the casualties, 
the Panama sources said, were 
unarmed student demonstrators 
who were struck by police gun- 
fire.)

Three Months Lost in Greece, 
- U.S. Aid Mission Must Dratt 


New Chart for Reconstruction 


Adverse Political and Economic Changes 
During Delay After Porter Report— 
Wheat Yield Greatly Reduced by Drouth; 


Other Difficulties.

situations have undergone such 


changes (not for the better) that Dwight Griswold’s mission must 
start completely anew in drafting a new economic report and draw 


a chart for future reconstruction, 


It would be wrong to say that 
nothing happened in carrying out 
the recommendations of Porter. 
Yet everyone will admit that the 
pace of economic reforms has 
been extremely slow. It would 
be wrong to blame the Greek 
Government alone for the slow- 
mess. In fact, the lion’s share of 
the blame rests with us, in delay- 
ing the appointment and sending 
ef the mission, and on Provi- 
dence, which brought disasters to 
various crops, either through hail- 
storms or a prolonged drouth. 

Greece is not only a pivot in 
eur challenge to Soviet Russia, 
but also a test case. Therefore, 
#t was inexcusable to delay by 
three months the appointment of 
a mission which was destined to 
bring Greece's financial and eco- 
nomic situation in order. When 
Griswold at last was appointed, 
another hiatus of several weeks 
occurred between his appointment 
and his arrival. 

The Greek Government, basing 
its hopes on American enterprise 
and organizational ability, was 
sitting back—waiting for the ar- 
rival of the mission. I know what 
was in their heads: “Why start 
with e Porter recommenda- 
tions? The mission may bring 
new suggestions, and then we will 
have wasted time and money.” 

Drouth Cuts Wheat Crop. 

More disastrous than the delay 
in the arrival of the mission was 
the inclemency of the weather. An 
Easter frost caused havoc in the 
vineyards and orchards and a per- 
sistent drouth in Greece’g grain 
basket, Macedonia, resulted in a 
harvest yield of only 40 per cent, 
of last year’s crop. (Last year’s 
harvest was 90 per cent of nor- 
mal.) 

The bread situation threatens 
to become a major catastrophe. 
Bread is the staple food of the 
Greek peasant and worker. Three- 
quarters of the 2000 calories which 
he is supposed to consume come 
from bread. The situation is such 
that if the Government handles 
the bread situation with extreme 
care, Greece can manage to exist 
till the end of July. 

The requirements for bread ra- 
tioning are about 45,000. tons a 
month. On July 1 there were 
about 21,000 tons of corn and grain 
at hand. It will have to be seen 
how much supplementing can be 
attained from the new harvest. 
Last year there was a good vol- 
untary collection scheme for the 
wheat crop, which enabled the 
people to be fed during the harvest 
time. This year there is utter 
scepticism in the north concerning 
such a collection scheme. Many 
people are afraid to collect larger 
quantities of wheat at one spot: 
The Andartes, if they learn about 
such stores, would raid them and 
the bands would carry the yield 
away. 

The American shipping strike 
caused another serious alarm — 
should wheat not reach this badly 
stricken country in time, the lack 
of this staple food would precipi- 
tate a first-class political crisis 
which would only benefit the Com- 
munists and their patrons. 


Economic Loss in Civil War. 


Another item which creates fur- 
ther economic distress is the de- 
struction caused by the civil war. 
Enormous sums are required to 
maintain internal order. Accord- 
ing to the Minister of Economic 
Reconstruction, Stephanos Steph- 
anopoulos, 57 bridges were blown 
up by the guerrillas in 1947. About 
110,000 people abandoned their 
farms and villages during the last 
weeks and sought refuge in the 
cities. According to Stephanopou- 
los, the Andartes not only burn 
villages, but take away the live- 
stock and food and prevent people 
from going to their fields to till 
the soil. In the Peloponnesus, 
bandits are cutting down the olive 
trees — an irreparable damage. 
Herds of cattle and horses are 
being driven away. 

Despite this difficult situation, 
some recommendations of the 
Porter report have been complied 
with. In consequence, the export 
situation has slightly ameliorated 
in the last two months, that is, 
since my arrival in Greece. Thus 
the 1945 tobacco crop has been ex- 
ported. Tobacco was in the old 
days Greece's chief source of reve- 
nue from exports. Eighty per cent 
of its exports (in value) consisted 
of tobacco. 

Although the price of tobacco 
rose only two and one-half times, 
prices of importéd goods increased 
five times. Many experienced 
American economic observers still 
blame the present artificially main- 
tained exchange rate. The costs 
of the tobacco producers are based 
on the black market exchange rate 
of 8000 drachmas to the dollar; 
but the tobacco grower must sell 
at the official rate of 5000 
drachmas to the dollar, 

Another difficulty is that 
Greece's historical markets were 
in central, Europe. We always 
bought a ¢ertain amount of first- 
class Drama, Seres or Kavala to- 
bacco, but the bulk of the exports 
went to central Europe, and main- 
ly to Germany. During the period 
1934-37, 22 per cent of Greece's to- 
tal imports came from Germany; 


31 per cent of its exports went to 
the Reich. 
Nevertheless, $27,500,000 worth 
of tobacco were exported in 1946 
and $11,000,000 worth in 1947. This 
disposes of the 1945 tobacco crops. 
The 1946 tobacco crop is still in 
the process of manipulation, and 
the export of it will start in Octo- 
ber and November. About 18,000 
tons will be available for export. 


Loss on Olive Oil, 


Greece also sold its currant crop, 
mostly to England. Not much 
happened concerning the exporta- 
tioh of the surplus olive oil crop. 
Last year Greece had a surplus of 
20,000 tons of this commodity. 
Since the war, however, the expor- 
tation of olive oil has beén prohib- 
ited. Porter tried to persuade the 
Government to export this sur- 


plus, the more so because this 
year’s olive oil promises to be a 
bumper crop. Yet, next to bread, 
olive oil is the staple food of the 
country, 

The Government feared that ex- 
portation of large quantities -of 
olive oil would raise the price of 
this commodity, which might cre- 
ate serious internal consequences. 
Today the internal price of olive 
oil is half of the export price. Por- 
ter tried to persuade the Govern- 
ment to profit by the high price of 
olive oil on the world market. 
Sold in March, the 20,000 tons of 
oil would have yielded $40,00Q000. 
Since then the price has fallen 25 
per cent, 

At last, on May 1, the Govern- 
ment announced a program for the 
exportation of olive oil. This pre- 
cipitated a fight between mer- 
chants and producers, the latter 
wishing to have the bulk of the 
profit. 

The May program announced 
the formation of the KYDEP, a 
semi-state and sem-private sales 
organization. The KYDEP goes to 
the producers and buys up the oil, 
and in turn sells it to the export- 
ers. In this plan it was specified 
that the KYDEP shall buy up 10,- 
000 tons of oil, of which 5000 shall 
go to the state and the other half 
to be exported. It seems, how- 
ever, that no exportation can be- 
gin before November 1947,

‘NE of the great headaches of 
() Greece is the importation sit- 

uation, which sucks dry the 
resources of Greece. The most 
serious import items are those 
for the Army. Airplanes, trucks, 
spare parts, fuel, lubricants and 
other requirements are simply ter- 
rific. 

Clash Over Luxury Imports. 

A storm in a teapot was started 
by the accusations of the formér 
Minister of Supply, K. Varvares- 
sos (at present in the United 
States) that $150,000,000 were used 
for importation of luxuries in 
1946. Undoubtedly anyone who 
sees the standard of life of 
the rich in Athens who ride in 
1947 Packards, Buicks and Cadil- 
lacs, must suspect that there is 
something wrong in the importa- 
tion system, Varvaressos accused 
the present government of pre- 
ferring loans in cash to loans in 
kind; that it permitted the im- 
portation of luxuries and that gold 
to a large amount was smuggled 
to Switzerland. 

In the Greek Parliament, Min- 
ister of Reconstruction Stephan- 
opoulos energetically refuted the 
charges of Varvaressos, yet con- 
cerning imports the difference be- 
tween Varvaressos and Stephanop- 
oulos was that the Minister ac- 
knowledged imports of “only” 
$112,000,000, while Varvaressos 
spoke of $150,000,000. 

Varvaressos also accused the 
government of mishandling the 
UNRRA relief in this country. 
Traveling in Macedonia, practic- 
ally every peasant confirmed these 
allegations. 

Yet these recriminations do not 
help; it is important that the mis- 
sion which wil] handie the Ameri- 
can financial aid exercise a thor- 
ough control. 

The key to the present situation 
is the peasant of Macedonia. If 
he feels satisfied, the Commu- 
nists cannot hope to draw more 
people into the mountains from 
the rank of dissatisfied villagers. 

WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP)— 
The House passed and sent to the 
Senate yesterday a measure au- 
thorizing expenditures of $5,000,- 
000 for federal aid to schools still 
overcrowded because of wartime 
population shifts. 

In recommending passage of the 
bill, the House Labor Committee 
estimated that aid would go to 
about 103 schools for the 1947-48 
school year. The aid would be 
limited to schools that received 
aid last year. 

These schools, which received 
federa)] aid during the war, are in 
areas that had their population 
greatly swollen by construction of 
military establishments or expan- 
sion of war industries.

Move to Obtain 
From Indians 
Pian Is Backed by 
Two U.S. Depart- 
ments—Pulp Mills 
Would Profit.

ECRETARY OF AGRICUL- 
TURE ANDERSON is in a 
fair way to having a totem 
pole erected to him by the Indians 
of Southwest Alaska, However, he 
probably will not like it. 

It is the custom of the Indians 
in those parts, when a man takes 
something that does not belong to 
him, to cut down a big tree, make 
a totem pole out of it, and dedi- 
cate it to the person who com- 
mitted the act. They regard such 
a totem pole as “strong medicine” 
and it is supposed to bring one 
of two results, either the return 
of the property, or the early 
demise of the person to whom the 
dedication has been made. 

This is an old custom of the 
Alaska Indians, probably even old- 
er than the American ¢ustom of 
possessing one’s self of Indian 
property when he sees anything 
that he wants, 

The idea of erecting a totem 
pole to Mr. Anderson is due to 
the fact that the Department of 
Agriculture, through the Forest 
Service, is trying to grab some 
timber lands belonging to the In- 
dians. It has caused to be intro- 
duced in the Senate an innocuous 
sounding resolution, S.J. 118, 
which has already passed the 
House as the result of a trick that 
reflects no credit upon its per- 
petrator, Congressman Hope. 

Purpose of Resolution. 

The intention of the resolution 
is to permit the Forest Service 
to sell timber from any land with- 
in the “exterior boundaries of the 
Tongass National Forest.” It hap- 
pens that ownership rights to 
great stretches of this forest were 
confirmed in the Indians by the 
Department of the [Interior in 
1945 after long and exhaustive 
hearings. 

Arrogantly, the Department of 
Agriculture simply proposes to 
overrule the finding of a depart- 
ment that had the authority to 
make that findings Instead of 
taking whatever case that it may 
have to court Agriculture creates 
a cloud oft the Indians’ title by 
saying that one exists and then 
asks Congress, in effect, to quit 
claim to the Forest Service lands 
that have been certified to the 
Indians. Here is a threat to the 
right to possession of property 
that may well alarm every Amer- 
ican. 

The real purpose of S.J. 118 does 
not appear on its face. Senator 
Hugh Butler, of Nebraska, who 
obligingly offered the resolution, 
rushed it through committee and 
had it put on the unanimous con- 
sent calendar, hoping that no 
member of the Senate would 
understand the obscurely worded 
bill or inquire into its purpose. 
The same procedure was followed 
in the House where the trick was 
successful. 

However, a number of Senators 
have been made aware of the real 
purpose of this bill and, so far, 
when it has been called on the 
calendar, there has been at least 
one objection, which has been 
sufficient to stop this unprincipled 
foray on the Indians. 

Indians Willing to Sell. 

The reason given for this pro- 
posed raid on privately owned 
property is the urgent need for 
pulp wood. While this need is 
recognized, even by the Indians, 


Hit does not justify the Forest Serv- 


ice in taking what does not be- 
long to it. 

If the lumber belonged to an 
American corporation and was de- 
sired to produce newsprint, an 
offer would be made to purchase 


it. 

It happens that the Indians are 
willing either ta make newsprint 
or to sel] this timber, but 8.J. 118 
does not provide for any compen- 
sation to them. There have been 
similar negotiations between white 
citizens and Indians in other areas 
that have resulted profitably for 
both the whites and the Indians. 
But perhaps the Forest Service 
which, on other occasions, has 
alienated public property to lum- 
ber and allied interests for less 
than it was worth, wants to sell 
this Indian timber for less than 
it would fairly bring in the open 
market. However, this would not 
mean cheaper newsprint to the 
newspapers—not by a good deal. 
It would mean greater profits to 
the pulp mills and al] at the ex- 
ipense of underprivileged Indians 
who are being taught all over 
again the brutal lesson of un- 
principled rapacity at the hands 
of the whites. 

Criticizes Interior Department. 

Perhaps the shadiest side of this 
latest attempted overreaching of 
the Indians lies in the fact that 
the Department of the Interior, 
which is supposed to be the guar- 
dian of the Indians and to fight 
for their rights, is equally guilty 
with the Department of Agricul- 
ture, 

If Interior were a private per- 
son acting as trustee for an estate 
or for an individual who was not 
capable of protecting his own 
rights, it would be hauled into 
court promptly, and unceremoni- 
ously dispossessed of irresponsibly 
administered legal rights. To my 
way of thinking, if the Indians 
recognize the right of Secretary

Netherlands Letter to U.N. 
On Fighting in East Indies 


The text of The Netherlands letter to United Nations Secretary 
General Trygve Lie and the Security Council on the hostilities 
in the East Indies, made public earlier this week, follows: 


July 21, 1947, — 

Sir, 
In pursuance to the letter ad- 
dressed to you by Mr. E. N. Van 


Kleffens, then representative of 
The Netherlands to the United Na- 
tions, on 26 March, 1947, No. 
174-51, I have the honor. under 
instructions from my government, 
to communicate the following to 
you: 

From the discussions which 
have been carried on with the In- 
donesian Republic since the sign- 
ing of the Linggadjati agreement 
on March 25, it has become clear 
that the present government of 
the republic is either not prepared 
or not able to implement that 
agreement. Furthermore, the truce 
on Oct. 14, 1946, has in reality 
never been complied with by the 
republican forces; the government 
of the republic themselves have 
not denied that hostilities were 
committed by their forces. 


During the last few months acts 
of violence both on demarcation 
lines in Java and Sumatra and 
against East Indonesia and West- 
ern Borneo have rather increased 
than decreased. They were ac- 
companied by a senseless destruc- 
tion of valuable economic assets. 
By maintaining the food blockade 
a part of the population of Indo- 
nesia was brought to the verge of 
Starvation.

LONDON, July 24 (AP)—-Rea- 
eyed, haggard members of the 
House of Commons — some 
stretched out and snoring and one 
barking like a dog—ended an all- 
night segsion at 10:50 a.m. today. 


In the 20-hour sitting which saw 
accusations of drunkenness hurled 
across the floor, the Labor ma- 
jority defeated more than 40 
House of Lords amendments to 
the billion-pound ($4,000,000,000) 
transport nationalization bill. 


The acrimonious session broke 
up with a discussion of greyhound 
racing, enlivened when one mem- 
ber barked merrily for nearly two 
minutes, 


Longer than any session of this 
Parliament except the 21-hour, 17- 
minute debate on the national! 
Service bill last May, the over- 
night marathon virtually put fin- 
ishing touches to a measure bring- 
ing railroads and leng distance 
motor transport under public own- 
ership.

We are four industrial girls working in 
service industries here in St. Louis, We 
are anxious to see improved living and 
working conditions for all people. Are 
the citizens of Missouri equally anxious? 
We wonder. 

The girls’ club to which we belong at 
the Y.W.C.A. talked about the minimum 
wage last week. Immediately came the 
question, “Doesn’t every girl worker in 
St. Louis get at least 50 cents an hour?” 
Some of us could personally answer 
“No.” Todo many of us working in serv- 
ice industries receive less than 50 cents 
an hour when we start working. That 
is why we say the going is a little rough. 

Everyone knows how impossible it is 
to live on less than $20 a week—but 
many of us have to struggle with the 


problem. The Missouri minimum wage. 


bill, if passed, will provide a 50-cents- 
an-hour minimum for all workers. Cer- 
tainly that is not asking too much. 
The minimum wage bill will be up 
for further consideration next February. 
At that time it will be reported back to: 
the House Labor Committee. May the 
public be actively interested and see to 
it that Missouri joins the long list of 
states with minimum wage laws.

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Cockeyed Dresses 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Did you ever stop to think that there 
fis such a thing as cockeyed dressmak- 
drs? Thousands of designers and man- 
ufacturers who make dresses for retail 
stores throughout the nation really 
ought to be in the wallpaper business. 

They take it for granted that a wom- 
an, whether she wears a 14 or a 52, can 
wear the same type, pattern or. design 
and look well-dressed. Some women 
will buy what a salesperson tells them 
looks well on them. Some salespeople 
are indifferent to what their customer 
selects, are interested only in makjng 
sales and collecting their commissions, 
Others are eonsiderate, have taste of 
their own, and desire a reputation for 
honest salesmanship. But in many in- 
stances retail stores are loaded up with 


unsalable styles and patterns, atrocities | 


produced by designers and manufactur- 
ers for revenue only. 

AR women like to be well-dressed, 
some have taste of their own, others de- 
pend on advice by the saleswoman. But 
the greatest mistakes are made at the 
factory, where designs that look won- 
derful in size 12 to 16 look like freaks 
in size 44 to 52. Why are there so 
ma&hy manufacturers so dumb ang in- 
consistent as to use large patterns for 
large sizes, when smaller, neater pat- 
terns would be far more attractive?

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A Fair in 1953? 

In its report on the proposal for a St. Louis 
World’s Fair, the Chamber of Commerce has 
done an excellent job. The report summarizes 
both the favorable and unfavorable aspects of 
the proposal, presenting facts and estimates in 
as objective a manner as possible. No recom- 
mendation is made either for or against the fair, 
the report leaving final decision to the World’s 
Fair Committee. 

There is no doubt that the St. Louis World’s 
Fair of 1904 gave great impetus to the growth, 
wealth and development of St. Louis, and that 
another fair—under ideal circumstances—would 
cause history to repeat itself. Under the im- 
petus of plans for the 1904 fair, many perma- 
nent improvements were made in St. Louis, not 
the least of which was the drive to take the 
mud out of our drinking water. 

If a similar civic renovation and housecleaning 
were possible now, we think the idea of a fair 
would have strong popular support. For ex- 
ample, if the objective of the Anti-Slum Com- 
mission could be achieved in time for the fair’s 
opening, so that St. Louis could present the 
world with a major civic accomplishment, that 
would be wonderful. But the Chamber of Com- 
merce report says: 


Because of the critical housing shortage 
in St. Louis, and because that shortage has 
found no solution since it developed ap- 
proximately five years ago, no consideration 
was given to the selection of a location for 
the fair which would involve the demolition 
of residential property—even of slum char- 
acter—for all our housing units of all kinds 
are sorely needed. 

Instead, the site chosen consists of 400 acres 
in eastern Forest park, plus 120 acres south of 
Oakland avenue—the Arena, Forest Park High- 
lands and Walsh Stadium to be included. This 
would mean that a large portion of the park 
would be turned over for some years to World’s 
Fair construction, two years to the fair itself, 


and possibly a year or two to demolition of tem- 


porary structures. Would the people approve 
this prolonged invasion of their playground? 
Would not the hospitals on Kingshighway find 
the noise and turmoil of a fair just outside their 
windows harmful to patients? 

The fair would cost an estimated $53,000,000 
and, when it was over, it is calculated there 
would be a deficit of $7,000,000. This would not 
be serious if 1904’s success were repeated. But 
where is the $53,000,000 coming from? Usually, 
fairs are partly financed by local, state and na- 
tional governments, and by foreign governments 
which wish to install exhibits. Could appropria- 
tions be expected from Congress? In the pres- 
ent state of world poverty and chaos, would for- 
eign governments participate? 

We have already mentioned the housing short- 
age which precludes a major slum clearance pro- 
gram at this time. To accommodate the mil- 
lions of people who would come to St. Louis for 
a fair, we would need far more living quarters 
than we have now, including new hotels. More- 
over, the cost of a fair is very largely in con- 
struction. While the Chamber of Commerce re- 
port concedes that conditions in the construc- 
tion industry might be different in 1953, it be- 
lieves this would be brought about largely by a 
major depression. The Chamber hastily adds: 
“We would be and perhaps should be, the last to 
predict such a depression.” But on the whole 
it takes a gloomy view of the fair’s prospects 
from a construction point of view. 

Pointing out that three major expositions 
have been affected by war—the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition of 1915 at San Francisco and the 
San Francisco and New York Fairs of 1939-40, 
the report says: 

Many foreign countries were obliged to 
forego participation, some even after having 
made arrangements for buildings and ex- 
hibits, greatly complicating the affairs of 
the F&ir Associations and jeopardizing the 
success of the enterprises. 

The world picture now, the report goes on, 
“is perhaps far more cloudy than. the years pre- 
ceding either 1915 or 1939,” and 


Should a war occur, with its attendant ef- 
fects on foreign exhibits, gasoline rationing, 
shortages and allocations of materials and 
labor and the like, no fair could succeed and 
might have to be abandoned completely. 

A study of the Chamber of Commerce report 
makes it very clear that for St. Louis to under- 
take a World’s Fair under present conditions 
would be a very great gamble. For the city to 


. undertake a fair without giving St. Louis a real 


face-lifting, such as would be involved in slum 
elimination, would be of doubtful wisdom. 


We do not want to throw cold water on any- 
thing that would contribute to the well-being 
and prosperity of the city; we would like to pay 
tribute to the sincerity and enthusiasm of Strat- 
ford Lee Morton, the excellent citizen who has 
fathered the fair idea; but the Chamber ofiCom- 
merce report leaves us unimpressed with a fair’s 
chance to succeed. 
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The country is enjoying a period of unrivaled 
prosperity, having achieved the goal of two vet- 
erans in every garage. 
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Marshall Plan Timetable 


Can increased American aid help Western 
Europe in time? Congress is adjourning with- 
out acting on it, but Congress has no concrete 
basis to act. There is the admirable Marshall 
principle of helping democratic states help them- 
selves back to health, but the plan can emerge 
only when the givers and receivers of aid have 
charted their respective needs and abilities. 

According to a timetable outlined by the 
Alsops, Congress can act next February. Dur- 
ing the adjournment, Administration and con- 
gressional bodies will study thé ability of our 
physical resources to bear the relief load. The 
House Foreign Affairs: Committee will survey 
the world situation. Eight members of Congress 
will attend a British Empire Parliamentary “As- 
sociation meeting. A House Armed Services 
group will make a first-hand study in Europe. 

Both the American data and the Europeans’ 
proposed plans should be ready Oct. 1. Then, 
the Alsops say, “‘there is good reason to expect” 
the Senate and House foreign policy committees 
‘to meet immediately, and that their reports will 
be ready when Congress reconvenes next Janu- 
ary.

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Thirteen Tragic Months 

The shelving of debate on the veto question 
in atomic energy control was long foreshadowed. 
Now it has happened, and the brave efforts of 
the United Nations Atomic Energy Commission 
to reach an international agreement are over on 
everything but formality. They may go on for 
months, a spirit without a body, but the sub- 
stance of the discussion is gone with the im- 
‘passe over the veto. 

Thirteen tragic months have passed since Ber- 
nard Baruch in a momentous and stirring ad- 
dress placed before the commission at its open- 
ing session the United States’ proposal for in- 
ternationalizing the atom. : 

The proposal was the work of a committee of 
State Department consultants headed by David 
E. Lilienthal, now head of the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission, and former Under 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson, with the final 
assistance of Mr. Baruch himself. 

It represented the most generous offer ever 
made by a sovereign nation—to give atomic 
power to the world, provided that the nations 
agreed to enforceable arrangements which would 
prevent its use for war. > | 

Since then Soviet Delegate Andrei Gromyko 
has gone through every contortion known to 
diplomatic strategy in an attempt to gain the 
benefits of the proposal without accepting any 
of the responsibilities. 

He has thundered an eternal “No!” to its pro- 
tective measures, international inspection and 
freedom from the veto. He has made tortur- 
ously-worded proposals which seemed to accept 
international inspection but did not: 

At one time he proposed what he called in- 
ternational inspection, but defined as national 
self-inspection. At another he was agreeable to 
an international inspection agency but wanted to 
reserve to every nation the right to keep it from 
inspecting anything.

There 
has been a deliberate effort, on the part of 
those who would sabotage the plan, to dis- 
credit it and to question the ability of the 
agencies responsible for it.

The 
Missouri basin needs flood protection; not 
delay nor debate on the dubious merits of a 
regional authority. 

These remarks, speaking so well for the 
mentality of the speaker, deserve no categorical 
reply. ..But since Mr. Macleay, who is not-a pub- 
lic official, speaks so confidently on a public 
matter, we should like to ask the following 
questions: 

What is the Mississippi Valley Association? 

Who are its members? 

What groups and interests does it represent? 

Where and how does it get its funds? 

In the answers. to those questions may well 
lie the explanation of Mr. Macleay’s opposition 
to MVA.

The Crisis in Indonesia 


The Mirror

Native leaders are impatient with rule that leaves people with $50 
annual incomes and 90 per cent illiterate; Dutch are reluctant to 
grant total freedom because islands provide high return on large 
investments; immediate crisis grew from dispute over police power. 


By Editorial Research Reports 


The present hostilities in Java have been 
caused by the inability of the Dutch and 
the Indonesian Republic to agree on the 
jurisdiction of an interim government for 
the whole of the Dutch East Indies. The 
impasse is the climax of a long history of 
mutual suspicion between the government 
and the native nationalists. 


The first concession to the demand of the 
natives for participation in the Indies gov- 
ernment occurred in 1918, when a People’s 
Council was created. Previously, the Dutch 
Governor General had been responsible sole- 
ly to the Netherlands Government. But the 
council failed to satisfy the natives, be- 
cause it had only advisory powers. 


In 1927 the council was given legislative 
power roughly equal to that of the Gov- 
ernor General, who appointed about one- 
third of the council’s members, Dutch con- 
trol has continued to rely heavily upon in- 
direct rule through native princes. Dutch 
residents of the islands have been general- 
ly free of racial bias toward the natives. 


Wartime Promise of Liberty 


An underlying reason for Dutch reluc- 
tance to grant total self-government to the 
natives is the vast importance of the Indies 
to the home economy. The Netherlands re- 
ceives normally about $160,000,000 annually 
in profits from the islands, controls invest- 
ments there amounting to nearly $1,000,000,- 
000. The Indies are immensely rich in min- 
eral and agricultural resources. Yet most 
Indonesians had a per capita income of 
less than $50 a year before World War'Il. 
In 1940, over 90 per cent of the native pop- 
ulation was illiterate. 

The Indies fell easily to the Japanese in 
1942 due partly to the indifference of the 
natives toward a change in sovereignty. 
Then Queen Wilhelmina promised the is- 
landers self-government within a Nether- 
lands Commonwealth after the war. Mean- 
while, the Japanese fanned the sparks of 
native dissatisfaction with white rule. 

The nationalist leaders renewed demands 
for independence after the Japanese sur- 
render in 1945. British forces occupied Java 


until November, 1946, but sought to main- 
tain a hands-off policy when the Dutch re- 
fused to recognize the nationalists and 
open warfare ensued. Independence senti- 
ment was reinforced by developments in 
French Indo-China and India. 

In November, 1946, the Indonesian rebel- 
lion temporarily ended when the Dutch and 
the natives agreed to establish a common- 
wealth of Indonesian nations—the United 
States of Indonesia — under the Dutch 
Crown, and recognized the immediate de 
facto authority of the Republic of Indone- 
sia over Java, Madura and Sumatra. The 
areas under Dutch control] would be grad- 
ually included in Republic terxitory. By 
Jan. 1, 1949, the U.S.I. was to become a 
sovereign state of three separate regions— 
the Republic, East Indonesia, Dutch Bor- 
neo. 


A Stalemate-on Trade 


Last November’s agreement was put into 
effect this March by the Cheribon cove- 
nant between the Netherlands and the Re- 
public, but relations have steadily wors- 
ened, The principal disagreement has con- 
cerned the right of the Republic to exer- 
cise control of imports and exports in its 
territory. 

The Dutch have refused to allow the 
Indonesians to export goods on the ground 
that these are the property of non-Indo- 
nesian plantations. The Indonesians have 
refused to return the estates to their pre- 
war owners unless a larger share of the 
profits is paid to native workers, Conse- 
quently, very little rubber, sugar or oil have 
been exported from Republican territory 
since the war, 

The immediate crisis arose because of a 
dispute over police powers in a proposed 
interim government which would rule all 
the Indies until January, 1949. Each side 
says the other has failed to abide by the 
Cheribon agreement. The Republic claims 
the Dutch are trying to regain complete 
control through the subterfuge of an in- 
terim government, The Dutch reply that 
the Republic ‘has proved incapable of ad- 
ministering its territory. 


A Threat to Press Freedom

Senator Hatch of New Mexico and Sen- 
ator Aiken of Vermont have introduced a 
bill to amend Section 304 of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Labor Act, which prohibits specific 
“political expenditures” by unions. They 
question its legality. 

The unions claim that the “congressional 
intent” of the act is unconstitutional be- 
cause it violates clearly stated guarantees 
in Article I of the Bill of Rights, which 
prohibits Congress from making any laws 
to abridge freedom of the press. 


Whether the language of Section 304 of 
the Labor Act can be interpreted as pro- 
hibiting “expenditures” for political pamph- 
lets, political advertising, or such funds as 
may be needed to finance a union-owned- 
and-operated newspaper, would seem to be 
a question for the federal courts to decide. 


We believe that the Supreme Court would 
give the broadest possible interpretation to 
the phrase “freedom of the press” in this 
connection, and that its opinion would re- 


- books. 


flect the sentiment of all fair-minded citi- 
zens who recognize the discriminatory in- 
tent of Section 304. 


Senator Taft’s replies to questions put by 
Senator Pepper of Florida during the de- 
bate on this phase of the bill clearly indi- 
cate that the section was intended to make 
unlawful not only political comment in 
labor publications, but labor-sponsored ra- 
dio programs dealing with political matters. 

Even if the Supreme Court were to rule 
that Section 304 of the Labor Act was not 
intended to curb press freedom, it should 
not be allowed to remain on the statute 
Any threat against press freedom, 
however slight, should not be tolerated by 
a free people.

The Substance of Courage 


THE STEEPER CLIFF, by David Davidsen. (Random 

House, New York.) 

This quick-paced novel derives its title 
from the metaphor used by the author for 
Death, “the arch form of violence,” the 
steepest cliff of all. The hero is Andrew 
Cooper, for 30 years obsessed with the 
blood he failed to shed when he fled and 
left his friend to be beaten to death by 
adolescent ruffians. His compensatory 
urge had sent him into journalism with “a 
special] aptitude for dealing with assault, 
murder, riots, lynching and other forms of 
excessively manly activity.” 

Cooper’s trouble is the need to prove his 
own courage. The Army gave him no op- 
portunity: while the shooting was going on, 
he was a stateside chairborne soldier. He 
is introduced to the reader as a cog in the 
delicate machinery screening German jour- 
nalists for the United States-licensed re- 
vival of Bavarian newspapers. 

* . * 

Sensitive, intelligent, since arriving in 
Germany he has been two separate charac- 
ters, has talked two separate ways—to the 
Americans in “the lingo of the bleachers,” 
to the Germans in “Ibsenian moralisms.” 
Among “conquerors on holiday, armed tours 
ists given over to a tourist hobby: acquisi- 
tion,” he is a near-misfit. For he is seri- 
ous. “It was bad taste, in this Army, te 
be serious.” 

Cooper learns of Adam Lorenz, his own 
age, whose liberal writing had sent him 
into the limbo of concentration camps. The 
records excite Cooper with signs of his 
kinship with Lorenz, and against irate or- 
ders from above, hé searches for his alter 
ego. He meets Lorenz’s young and beau- 
tiful wife, Brigitte, and the hunt is made 
more tense by their growing awareness 
that, if Lorenz is proved dead, Brigitte will 
belong to Cooper. But most important for 
Cooper is finding Lorenz and answering 
finally the long-burning question: What is 
the substance of courage? 

Without a nod to the potentialities of 
Hollywood purchase, the author has told 
his story tersely, tensely,- truthfully, Coop- 
er’s problem is real, understandable, all too 
familiar. Set in this particular scene, amid 
sharp portraits of occupation personnel 
and the Germans they are trying to fit for 
militant democracy, it carries extra poign- 
ancy.

The honesty of presentation, the logic of 
the ending, and, above all, the clear focus 
of the acute personal problem on the vast 
and vastly graver problem of a nation’s 
reshaping, make this a story to rivet the 
attention. 

Mr. Davidson’s realism enhances the 
declarations of editorialists whose com- 
ments on the manners and morals of our 
occupation troops have been as steady as 
they have been disturbing. He has been 
newspaperman, radio script-writer, worker 
for the Office of Inter-American Affairs, 
and—most recently—a civilian specialist 
with the Military Government in Bavaria. 
His first novel, “The Steeper Cliff,” prom- 
ises better things to come, marked as it ig 
by integrity, conscientiousness and con 
templation.

That becomes the more fantas- 
tic when it is remembered that 
Europe without Russia has a 
greater population than the United 
States or indeed of the United 
States and Russia combined. Its 
capacity to produce raw materials 
is greater than that of either Rus- 
sia or the United States. 

No doubt it lacks vital materials 
like oil and rubber and tin, but its 
division is forced upon it by the 
relation between the temporary 
ruin caused by war and the eco- 
nomic need of the United States to 
secure control of the world mar- 
ket as the logical corollary of its 
own immense scale of production. 


Plan Against Socialism. 


American exports have increased 
by over 600 per cent in a genera- 
tion, Given the present distribu- 
tion of wealth in the United States, 
the profitability in its system is 
conditioned by its power to export. 
It is therefore compelled either to 
alter the distribution of wealth 
in the United States or to domi- 
nate as much of the world market 
as it can. 

If the offer of Secretary of State 
Marshall is accepted both by the 
mations now represented at Paris 
and by the United States Congress, 
this means that the economy of 
these nations will be so linked to 
the economy of America that they 
, will become the major field for 
‘American export on much the con- 
ditions that America may choose 
to impose. 

The economic separation of 
Western Europe from Eastern 
Europe, moreover, may well have 
grave political consequences. For 
the inherent tendency in the 
European situation is toward a 
Socialist economy. 

All the evidence shows that 
American influence will be exerted 
to arrest the tendency. For unless 
it is arrested, there might well 
be constituted a Socialist Europe 
into which the United States could 
no longer have access on its own 
terms. That is why it emphasizes 
the need for a “free economy” 
and the “open door.” 


The U. S. Pattern. 


A socialist economy such as we 
in Britain are seeking to build 
in the west and the Czechoslovaks 
in the east of Europe cannot ac- 
cept the classic market economy 
as its basis. But our economic 
position is so difficult that with- 
out American aid we cannot buy 
the time that is so urgent to re- 
build our productive fabric. 

We shall get the American aid 
only on American terms; and those 
terms seem to me to involve a 
bifurcation of Europe which can- 
not be confined to the economic 
plane. A ruined Europe is with 
some probability to be restored 
by America on its Western side. 
But the condition of its restor- 
ation will be its subordination to 
the new world role of United 
Etates capitalism. 

In that sense it is not an exag- 
geration to say that the shape 
of Western European economic 
life will be adapted to the re- 
quirements of the American eco- 
momic pattern. That adaptation 
may look like something purely 
‘economic. In fact, it is bound 
Ito have political consequences of 
@ momentous kind. 

That can be seen, I suggest, as 
goon as the position of Germany 
is considered. No serious pro- 
posals can be presented to the 
United States which do not use 
the economic potential of Ger- 
many, especially of German heavy 


industry. But once that’ use is 
determined. upon, the Potsdam 
agreement goes by the board. 

Either this is done with the as- 
sent of Russia, which has not yet 
been obtained, or without its con- 
sent. In the latter case, it means 
sooner or later separate peace 
treaties with Germany and recon- 
struction of the Reich without 
Russian ‘co-operation. 


‘American Dictation’? 


It is unnecessary to point out 
the immense dangers such a pol- 
icy would involve. Its first impli- 
cation is the isolation of Russia 


at a level which makes the United 
Nations certain to fail. 

A second implication is world 
rearmament. The third, fortified 
by the second, is the tension that 
will result from deepening inse- 
curity. I venture the judgment 
that uniess American aid to Eu- 
rope resists the temptation to de- 
stroy European unity, it cannot 
help in the long run being a blow 
to the peace of the world. 

We have already had an exam- 
ple of its consequences in what is 
happening in Greece. There, un- 
der the name of independence for 
Greece, the American loan is in 
fact consolidating counter-revolu- 
tion. 

I submit, therefore, that we 
must proceed with great caution 
before we are committed to any- 
thing more than an examination 
of European needs, I think Amer- 
ican aid may be purchased only 
on terms which prevent European 
socialization and compel us all in 
the western part of this continent 
to conform to a pattern of eco- 
nomic development dictated by 
the requirements of the United’ 
States, 


Burdensome Loan. 


We ought to reflect upon the 
fact that we in Britain accepted 
terms for the first American loan 
which were a hard bargain; that 
those terms gravely limited our 
own freedom of economic Ma- 
neuver and that internal consid- 
erations in the United States re- 
sulted in an increase of its price 
level which has already deprived 
us of nearly 30 per cent of the 
original ‘value of the loan. 

We ought further to reflect that 
we are dealing with an America 
which is for the open door abroad 
but is still for the closed door at 
home. We must not forget that 
the alternative to American ex- 
portation is either internal crisis 
or another and more gigantic 
New Deal. 

Gravely as we need American 
help, the United States needs the 
renovation of European prosperity 
not less urgently. We ought not 
to accept that renovation upon 
conditions which would make 
Western Europe the outer defense 
zone of American capitalism. 
That is a duty above all incum- 
bent upon democratic Socialist 
parties in Europe. It is obvious 
that they must not allow them- 
selves to be maneuvered into a 
position where they accept tem- 
porary help in exchange for per- 
manent surrender, 


A Middle Way. 


Socialist Europe can make it- 
self strong enough to refuse to 
become a victim or instrument of 
reactionary forces of the United 
States or the totalitarian forces of 
the Russian bloc. Even in the 
present critical period, there are 
the chances of mobilizing forces 
in Europe which could in time 
release immense productive power. 
We ought not tO agree to be 
driven to a choice we need not 
make, Unless we are very care- 
ful, the price of American aid may 
be the rebuilding of the very same 
class under whose sponsorship 
Hitler came to power. That does 
not mean peace, but war. 

It is time, I think, for Socialist 
parties to consult together upon 
a policy which, unless it is inde- 
pendent of the American drive to 
world economic power, may well 
destroy the very purposes for 
which the masses of Europe have 
given them the chance of leader- 
ship in reconstruction. And So- 
cialist parties are not given much 
time to organize for making de- 
cisions,

RUBBISH PICKUP TEST 
IN TROUBLESOME AREA 


Director Meyers Confers 
With Engineers as He Plans 
for First Collection. 


Plans for starting municipal col- 
lection of ashes and rubbish in 
“one of the most troublesome dis- 
tricts” of St. Louis, as a test to 
work out details for the general 
system, were announced today by 
Arthur C, Meyers, director of 
streets and sewers. 'The time for 
the test has not been set, as equip- 
ment is still to be obtained. 

Consulting engineers from out- 
side St. Louis will be here for the 
next few days, to discuss with 
Meyers and other city officials the 
plans for putting into effect the 
rubbish collection system for 
which a $4,000,000 bond issue was 
voted in August, 1946. 

The consultants are Samuel A. 
Greeley and 8. M. Glarke of the 
Chicago engineéring firm of 
Greeley & Hansen, and Carl 
Schneder of New — Orleans. 
Schneider has been in St. Louis 
since July 14 going over the de- 
tailed plans for collection which the 
Streets and Sewers department 
has worked out. He will advise on 
location of land fills, regulation 
of dumps and other problems of 
collection and disposal. The Chi- 
cago consultants will specialize on 
the designing and operation of in- 
cinerators. . 

Director Meyers said that, while 
locations for land fills in St. Louis 
county and in Illinois had been 
suggested, inquiry had indicated 
that “our neighbors would not wel- 
come St. Louis garbage and rub- 
bish trucks, driving and dumping 
in their areas; also that one ad- 
vantage of the land fill method, 
low cost, would:be lost by long 
hauls,” 

Meyers said also that published 
estimates of the cost of containers 
to householders ‘were “inaccurate, 
in view of the plans now being 
perfected ‘or collection.” 

The consultant engineers will 
confer with President Milton M. 
Kinsey of the Board of Public 
Service, and with city engineers 
and members of the Mayor’s com- 
mittee named to deal with the 
problem. | 


TOURISTS WARNED THEY CAN'T 
SELL THEIR AUTOS IN MEXICO 


MEXICO CITY, July 24 (AP)— 
The Mexican Government yester- 
day cautioned tourists driving to 
Mexico that they cannot sell their 
automobiles here to take advan- 
tage of high prices caused by an 
embargo placed on importation of 
autos and other “luxury items” on 
July 11.

Tourists who come to Mexico 
will not be permitted to leave 
without the automobile they bring 
into the country, the Government 
said. Provisions have been made 
for destroyed and stolen ma- 
chines, but requirements of proof 
are so rigid, officials said, the 
tourists would be discouraged 
from having their automobiles 
“stolen for convenience.” 


MORE SOFT COAL IS MINED 
IN NEW WEEK THAN EXPECTED 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (UP)— 
The National Coal Association re- 
ported today that 12,000,000 tons 
of soft coal were mined in the 
first full week of shorter hours 
under the industry’s new wage 
contract with the United Mine 
Workers. 

Officials said the figures were 
“surprising.” The week’s produc- 
tion was 596,000 tons below the 
corresponding week a year ago 
and 900,000 tons less than produc- 
tion for the last week worked 
under the Government contract. 
The drop was considerably less 
than the 6 to 12 per cent decline 
which most coal officials expected 
because of the shorter work week. 

The new soft coal contract pro- 
vides a five-day, 40-hour week with 
six and a half hours a day of 
production’ time, 


FOUR WEATHER ANALYSIS 
SERVICES BEING MERGED 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP)— 
Parts of the military and civilian 
weather services are being com- 
bined “to better the service to the 
public,” the Weather Bureau an- 
nounced today. 

I. R. Tannehill, chief of the 
bureau’s division of reports and 
forecasts, said the weather analy- 
sis sections of the Army Air 
Forces, the Army and the Navy 
are being consolidated with his 
unit. 

“Heretofore all the services have 
been making independent analysis 
of the weather,” Tannehill told a 
reporter. “Now all of this infor- 
mation will come to one center 
and will be processed there.” 

He explained that after the in- 
formation is processed it is sent 
to weather stations throughout 
the country where local forecasts 
are prepared, .

HE women who refuse to rise 
T ana shine for breakfast if the 

morning have created a great 
male army of amateur chefs in 
the field of egg cookery. At first, 
the poor chump who has to cook 
his own morning meals, fries an 
egg or two, burns up a piece of 
toast, makes some bum coffee and 
calls it quits. Pretty soon he gets 
tired of fried eggs and either 
branches off into scrambled eggs 
or hits for the nearest cafeteria. 
If he gets the scrambled egg habit, 
he experiments around a little and 
then joins one of the schools of 
how-it-should-be-done. 


Far be it from me to take any 
sides in this debate. I'll tell you 
how I do it and you can let your 
conscience be your guide. Put a 
generous amount of butter in your 
pan and get it just medium hot— 
not smoking. Break in the eggs 
and watch them carefully, When 
they begin to set, get busy with 
your fork and really stir. Add 
some salt and pepper now and 
stir slowly until they are soft and 
done. The trick is to know when 
to cease operations. Over-cooking 
will make the eggs tough. 


The other school of egg scram- 
bling breaks the eggs into a bowl 
and pours in a little cream. The 
works is stirred with a beater 
and then poured into a pan. The 
ladies who run these schools for 
brides and whatnot all go for a 
double boiler as the cooking me- 
dium. I guess I’m too old fash- 
ioned to try either one of the 
latter methods. Old Man Hoyt 
ate scrambled eggs four mornings 
out of seven and I would rather 
have been caught-with my hand 
in his pocket than nailed in the 
act of tossing his eggs into a 
double boiler. 

It’s a cinch you will not hear 
any arguments around an Ameri- 
can household on how to make 
an omelet, That handsome dish 
has been retired in tris country 
because female cooks have neither 
the time nor the patience to learn 
a few tricks. In the first place 
the making of a decent omelet re- 
quires a specia pan. It should be 
made of cast iron or aluminum. 
Copper, tin lined or stainless steel 
pans are no good.

Important collections of New York 
designers shown here for the fall 
and winter seasons indicate that 
coats will be even more volumi- 
nous than skirts, and no matter 
how wide a dress hemline may be, 
the coat will fit over it very com— 
fortably. 

Especially noteworthy is the 
way that the master tailor of 
women’s clothes as well as those 
style creators who like to dress 
dressmaker themes are indorsing 
this full silhouette. Philip Man- 
gone and Vincent Monte Sano 
both have placed special stress on 
enveloping cloaks. Their collec- 
tions shown here to visiting mem- 
bers of the fashion press have a 
swashbuckling emphasis. : 

Flaring hemlines, wide sleeves, 
deep armholes and big pockets 
were so pronounced that some of 
their beautifully fitted coats which 
originally brought fame to these 
houses were lost in significance. 
The use of striking plaid mate- 
rials for entire coats or parts of 
coats further dramatized the en- 
veloping silhouette. 

Pauline Trigere’s collection of 
cloaks continues to be the talk of 
the visitors. Although very wide 
at the hemlines they have a grad- 
ual flare that gives them a very 
flattering appearance. Illustrated 
is a typical style, the sleeves cut 
as part of a shoulder yoke and 
finished with deep turn-back cuffs 
Many of the coats have these but- 
toned-back cuffs that can be worn 
down around the wrists if pre- 
ferred. By wearing them shorter 
the beauty of the season’s longer 
gloves is displayed. The high, 
turned back collar also is a fea- 
ture of this coat. Trigere has 
several versions, some wider than 
others. As a compromise she in- 
troduces a style which is fitted at 
the front but flares at the back.

HEN declarer can count suf- 
W siciene sure tricks for his 
contract, he should rarely, if 
ever, use a hold-up play. To do 
so usually is to lose the chance 
for extra tricks. Consider this 
typical case: 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


Match-point duplicate. 


The bidding: 
South. West, 
1 club Pass 
1 heart Pass 
Znotrump Pass 
Pass Pass 

North's two-club bid was over- 
conservative—surely his hand 
merited something better than a 
mere preference between hearts 
and clubs! As between the ag- 
gressive course of three clubs 
over one heart, and the ultra- 
conservative two clubs, the for 
mer had a distinct edge. 


As may be seen, six clubs would 
have been a laydown, merely 
upon finding the spade ace right. 
Even if it had been in West's 
hand, over the king, the slam 
still might have been worked out 
by a favorable break in hearts or 
a very favorable diamond break, 


However, declarer found him- 
self in a three-no-trump contract, 
and, since this was match-point 
duplicate, he realized that every 
trick would count. 

West opened a low spade. East 
played the ace and returned the 
suit. Declarer now could count 
ten top tricks, hence there was 
no point in holding up the spade 
king. He took the second trick 
and rattled off four clubs. West 
almost immediately was in diffi- 
culties. First, he let go a heart 
and a diamond, then two spades, 
blanking the queen. Declarer 
then cashed the diamond king 
and entered dummy with the 
heart king to discard a heart on 
the diamond ace. Returning to 
his hand with the fifth club 
(upon which West was forced to 
let go his. diamond queen) de- 
clarer used the carefully pre- 
served spade nine to throw West 
on lead and force a heart return 
from the Q-10 up to the A-J. 

Two of the North-South pairs 
in the duplicate actually bid and 
made six clubs, but this “partic- 
ular declarer had the satisfaction 
of (and reward for) making the 
absolute limit at his contract.

How lt Started

“Carnival.” 


HE word carnival we have 
T from a religious festival which 
was long celebrated, in Italy 
and other Roman Catholic coun- 
tries. It was a wery merry celebra- 
tion taking place during the week 
before Lent. Especially at Rome 
and Naples, in the “good old 
days,” the gaiety and “celebrating” 
extended from three to 10 days, 
ending with Shrove Tuesday. And 
as merrymaking anywhere some- 
times leads to excesses, the term 
in literary usages acquired a sense 
of “celebrating” in the extreme; 
this seems to have toned down 
in our modern popular employ- 
ment of it. 
The poet Byron used the word 
this way: 


“He saw the lean dogs beneath 
the wall 


Hold o'er the dead their earni- 
val.” 


And this leads us to its ety- 
mological history. For “carnival” 
goes back through the Italian ta 
the Latin carnis, “flegh,” as does 
also the word “carnivorous.” Add- 
ing vorare, meaning “to devour,” 
carnivorous means “eater of 
flesh,” while carnival, composed 
of the root for flesh together with 
levare, “to take away,” describei- 
the putting away of flesh, which 
takes place during Lent; thus ft 
named the celebration which pre 
ceded the religious observance! 

Words of similar derivation, but 
a study in opposites, are carnival 
and carnivorous. 


In early English marriage cere- 
monies, the ritual required that 
the bride, after delivery of the 
ring, fall at her husband’s feet 
and — sometimes — kiss his right 
foot.
